Drawings 



1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
On page 1, line 19, change "with" to -will--. 

On page 3, line 7, insert between "209" (second occurrence) and "although".

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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5. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the electronic interface" in line 10. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



7. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,466,994 to Burke, et al. ("Burke"). 

With regard to independent claims 1, 7, and 12, Burke discloses a re- 
configurable interface, and a method of reconfiguring an interface, used in modular 
electronic architectures including a host (Fig. 4B, item 150), at least one module (Fig. 
4B, item 100) for interfacing with the host to provide additional functionality to the host, 
and a configuration controller (Fig. 4B, item 156) located in the host for reading at least 
one memory device (Fig. 4B, item 114) located in the at least one module for providing 
configuration information to the host. 

With regard to dependent claims 2-6, 8-11, and 13-16, Burke discloses a re- 
configurable interface where the configuration controller self-extracts the configuration

information from the at least one memory device, and the re-configurable interface 
further including a dedicated serial interface (Fig. 4B, item 174) for exchanging 
information from the memory device to the configuration controller. Burke also 
discloses configurable logic (Fig. 4B, item 164), a plurality of connector pins at the host 
and module (Fig. 4B, items 104' and 152), and a microprocessor (Fig. 4B, item 160) for 
communicating with the configuration controller.
